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Soviet Order of Battle Near Lake Balaton 


The commander at Szekesfehervar is Maj Gen Alexi Koryagin, head of the 2nd Moto- 


Mechanized Division. 


The command of a Soviet armored regiment and one pattialion, a 122 ma howitzer regi- 
ment and ite staff are in the Hussar Barracks and the neighboring 69-er Barracks in 
Seekesfeherver. ‘The tanks and guns are parked in the courtyard of the Hussar Barracks 
in the equitation school building and under temporary wooden roof#. There have been 
obeerved: eix 37 mm guns, twenty-four 122 mm howitzers, twenty-seven new pa34/85 
tanks, whore numbers all begin with 1, among them being 103 and 115. Altogether 
about 1,00 man are here. 

The new barzacks on Mori ut in Ssekesfehervar was completed in 1951. It consists of 
four two=wtory and four three-story buildings. Tt ia now occupied by a motorized 
rifle battalion and an armored battalion, There is regular traffic between the 
latter and the unit at the Hussar Barracks. Equipment observed Includes thirty-one 
Ta34 tank, sev: 120 mn mortars, six 76.2 AT guns, five AA heavy machine guns, & 
lerge number ©! Maxim machine guns. 


A heavy Soviet armored regiment, equipped with twenty-eight JS IIT tanke and three 
tank-recovery vehicles is in Sarbogard, in the new barracks north of the railroad 
station. The turret numbers begin with 7. 


There ig a Soviet mortar unit in the barracks north of Deg, with thirty-two 120 mm 
mortars and seven AA machine guns, about 1,000 men. 


In the area of GSarkeresztur, Nagylang and Kaloz there ia a Soviet motorized rifle 
regiment, At Nagylang there also is a motorized reconnaissance battalion with 300 
men. 


There ig a Soviet armored unit, about 700 strong, with forty~eight ~~34/85 tanks at 
Seregelyeés. , 


There is a barracks west of Pakozd-on the shore of the Velence Lake, where there is a 
Soviet engineer battalion, 400 men strong. They exercise with both light and heavy 
pridging material. 


Soviet infantry and artillery in uncertain strength ig at Lepseny and Mezokomarom. 
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There is a Hungarian air sectnane with 39 MIG=-15 planes at Sosto Airfiled, Szekesfe- 
hervar. 


There is a Hungarian AAA regiment at the Sanatorium Barracks, Szekesfehervar. Its 
APO No is 8.611. Commander: Major Keeskes. The regiment has two sections, each with 
three batteries of 85 mm guns, and one AA machine gun company. Total strength is 
about 600 men. 


A complete Hungarian motorized rifle regiment is in the Szekesfehervar ier Honved 
Barracks, with APO No 2. 776 « Strength 1,600 men, The regiment is heavily equipped 
with heavy weapons. 


There is a Hungarian motorized artillery regiment in the Soproni ut Barracks, Szekes- 
fehervar. Strength about 600 men, with twenty-four 122 mm howitzers. 


There is a Hungarian signal battalion in the Hirado Barracks on Budal ut, Saekesfehervar. 


The Veszprem divisional command is at Jutas, with the APO No 5.471. 


The field artillery regiment at Jutas has one battalion equipped with 76.2 mm guns 


and one with 122 mm howltzers. 


A cay eas riflé regiment has been installed in the new barracks in Vegzprem orl 
Almadi
